ture, except in its form of guide-books, catalogues, 
and plays. It takes all our spare money (a man 
never knows how many things are wanting to make 
him comfortable until he traverses such a univer- 
sal Fair), absorbs all our spare time, and makes 
such draughts upon our strength as to render us 
incapable of any exertion beyond crawling to a 
theatre, that pretty actresses and giddy music may 
fillip digestion to suitable activity. It 


haustion which follows a day spent in the Exhibi- 
tion. It is interesting to literature, for nearly all 
the publishers of the world are represented. I 
shall devote one or more letters to these contribu- 
tions as soon as I may find them, and the weather 
becomes warmer. The drawback to the Exhibition 
is the low temperature. It is impossible (though 
the visitor be habited in his thickest winter suit) 
to remain two hours in the Palace without suffer- 
ing from cold, and as there are no doors to the edi- 
fice, one stands almost constantly in a draught of 
air, which is sure to bring him a cold. Then the 
war with which we are menaced has destroyed the 
little animation the Exhibition left in the book 
trade. No publisher felt in a humor to bring out 
anything on the eve of a war which was to shake 
France to its foundations. Moreover, the whole 
social organization has been fevered by the strikes 
of almost every class of laborers, to the very great 
disturbance of trade. All these causes have pro- 
duced a complete stagnation in the book trade. 
Poor M. de Lamartine has occupied a consider- 
able share of attention. The law granting him 
$100,000 passed without discussion, by a vote of 
147 Ayes to 24 Nays. M. Emile Ollivier wrote the 
report of the committee to which the bill was re- 
ferred, and while the tenor of the report was sym- 


pathetic to the illustrious author, there was an | 
unfortunate phrase at the close which marred the | 


spirit of the paper. M. Emile Ollivier is often 
guilty of want of tact. At Meyerbeer’s funeral, 
where he delivered an eulogy, he said, “ It was with 
the greatest pleasure he came there.’’ The conclu- 
sion of this report was as follows: “ A sentiment of 
delicacy, which you share, interdicts us from in- 
sisting upon these details. There are things which 
in a French Assembly are never said except ina 
whisper. We hope you may sanction our resolu- 
tion. We earnestly beg it of you. Ah! if each of 
you could enter, though but for a single instant, 
that sorrowful mansion whither the throng have 
long since ceased to direct their steps, whose thres- 
hold now is crossed only by old friends, by a few 
faithful disciples who have not forgotten the en- 
couragement given their youth, and by some noble 
women who go to shiue there, like the consoling 
beam of the last hours ; if you could contemplate 
him, bowed beneath the blows which men’s hands 
continually give, rather than under the weight of 
years, without repose and without joy, the slave 
of incessant toil, tortured by cares and anxieties, 
as wretched as it is possible for any human being 


to be upon this earth of misery, and nevertheless | 


still lofty, gentle, courtecus, and firm ; if you could 
contemplate, in his last trial, this man who was sur- 
rounded by so many splendors, who has made so 
many hearts throb and so many tears flow, who has 
been cheered by so many mouths and applauded 


by so many hands, I am sure, whatever may be 


your scruples and your resentments, you would 
forget them, and there would be room in your touched 
hearts for nothing but painful emotion, and you 
would grant with alacrity, out of sympathy with 
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}such a misfortune, that which others, like your 
reporter, ask from you in the name of a respectful 
and grateful admiration. Chateaubriand one day 
|'wrote to Lamartine himself, ‘When the Persian 
kings meet on their road a palm-tree, venerable 
for its antiquity, they get off their horses and hang 
a golden collar on it.’, When the Emperor sponta. 
neously took the first steps of the measure which 
we propose you shall adopt, he acted towards the 
man, venerable by his genius, as the Persian kings 
towards the palm-tree, venerable by its antiquity, 
In doing so he thought himself only generous ; he 
was adroit. Nothing can be founded bya spirit of 
exclusion and spite, and henceforward no fabrie 
ean last unless it be lofty and broad enough to 
shelter, without distinction of origin, all those who 
have been, or who are the glory of the country,” 
| What do you think of the want of taste and tact, in 
representing the French Emperor slipping a golden 
collar around M. de Lamartine’s neck? It suggests 
| —not a venerable palm-tree, but—a master slip. 
| ping a collar on a valuable dog to prevent his going 
astray. M. de Lamartine felt the humiliation of 
|his position with all that acute sensibility which 
forms part of genius. It bowed him down to the 
earth. He wooed death to dower him with its in- 
sensibility. He could neither eat nor drink, nor 
work, nor sleep, but lay benumbed by the heavy 
blow. He has since rallied, and although he still 
is confined to his bed by a fever, the symptoms 
which led his nearest friends to apprehend the 
wreck of reason have disappeared. A pamphlet 
has just been published to defend M. de Lamartine 
against the attacks made with great bitterness on 
him. I quote one interesting passage from it, which 
is taken from a preface to one of the later editions of 
his “ Travels in the East.” He alludes to the con- 
stant reproaches cast upon him as if they were the 
prime cause of all his pecuniary embarrassments; 
“Those travels in the east, made of a truth with 
the apparent sumptuousness of a boundless for- 
|tune, in reality cost me nothing. I had then an 
annual income of $16,000, two years of my income 
amounted to $32,000. On my return I sold the four 
vols. of my ‘ Notes of Travel’ to my publisher M. 
Gosselin, for 16,000. Besides I brought back with 
me $8,000 worth of precious arms, valuable carpets, 
Arabian horses, Oriental wares, etc. The total of 
our receipts during the two years was $56,000, 
Now all my expenses during these two years, in- 
cluding the cost of the two vessels which waited 
my orders in harbors, my horses, guides, escorts, 
etc., did not exceed $24,000. Consequently these 
travels, so far from ruining me, left me on the con- 
trary a clear profit of $32,000.”” 

M. Alex. Dumas went before a court of justice 
lately under these characteristic circumstances 
He had for a great many years a M. Fontaine as 
secretary. The latter recently died. His widow 
and daughter claimed to be creditors of M. Alex. 
Dumas, and levied an attachment on the money at 
his credit with Messrs. Michel Levy Freres. They 
alleged he owed them 850 f., the amount of sevel 
notes given by M. Dumas, and 3,577 f. with interest, 
being the amount of the balance of M. Fontaine's 
salary from 1856 to 1861. M. Dumas most positively 
denied he owed a single cent. Thereupon the plain 
tiffs (as warranted by French law) challenged hiw 
to answer upon oath whether M. Fontaine had net 
been his secretary, and whether he did not owe the 
latter a balance of account. M. Dumas made this 
explanation: “ That excellent fellow, I confess, Té- 
mained with me for nearly twenty years as secre 
tary. I employed him to make researches for més 
He lodged and lived with me Like everybody, 
| when he wanted money he took it from my secretary” 
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—when there was any there. One day his mother 
was ill. I gave him everything I had about me—it 
was 500f. There was never any agreement between 
us. He drew money out of my secretary just as I 
myself did, and as he wanted it. My confidence in 
him was boundless, and I must say he deserved it. 
When I was on the eve of going to Caucasus I gave 
him money, not because I owed him money, but 
because I had money and found pleasure in sharing 
it with him. When, subsequently, I went to Italy 
Icarried him with me. . . He accompanied me to 
Naples, but I must say here I was obliged to dismiss 
him, as the Neapolitan wine did not agree with 
him.” The court decided in favor of the defendant. 

Mme. Charles Lenormant (the adopted daughter 
of Mme. Recamier) has given us this glimpse into 
M. Guizot’s study: “Let us enter M. Guizot’s 
study about four o’clock, when he begins the lectures 
on history he gives twice a week to his grand- 
children. The lesson lasts halfan hour. Seated in 
front of his desk, the grandfather turns to the 
youthful audience grouped in frontof him. Atten- 
tion, respect, and joyful confidence are depicted on 
all those little faces. He recapitulates in a few 
words the subject of the preceding lecture, and the 
children almost always reply without hesitation to 
the questions addressed to them. Then this same 
orator, Whose powerful voice captivated the atten- 
tion of an enthusiastic public in the large amphi- 
theatre of the Sorbonne, or quelled the interruptions 
of a stormy political assembly, suiting himself to 
the intelligence of his young auditors, traces clearly, 
rapidly, and in a striking manner, the events and 
especially the spirit of the events of our history ; 
and he mingles with this elegant narration extracis 
which he reads from the Memoirs of the epoch under 
consideration. It is acharming lecture, and we have 
never been present at it without wishing this history 
of France, told by such a grandfather to his grand- 
children, should not be lost to the public.” Is not 
that a charming picture which seems borrowed from 
“ Plutarch’s Lives,” when he tells of old Romans, 
who had been crowned with all public honors, devot- 
ing life’s evening to training patriotic citizens to the 
country’s service ? 

M. Jacques Charavay, the most eminent autograph 
dealer in Paris, died quite suddenly, a few weeks 
since, only 58 years old. And we have lost M. 
Capé, our best bookbinder. He began life as one 
of the janitors in the Louvre. The idleness of this 
life led him to bind books by way of amusement. 
He had so much talent for this work that he speedily 
became more expert than the most expert binder 
in Paris. His taste daily became purer and more 
delicate ; he invented tools which enabled him to 
execute his designs, and at last he attained such a 
height of excellence when he came to die, that M. 
Jules Janin devoted this article to his memory : “ We 
cannot allow one of the rarest and most charming 
artists of this day, and of all our artists the most 
dificult to replace, to disappear without giving him 
merited praise. He was the festival and the hope of 
some excellent people whoowed to him the most con- 
tented hours of their humble life. They loved him 
for those precious talents and for so many exquisite 
masterpieces of which each house possesses at least 
ohe specimen. He possessed something more than 
enthusiastic admirers ; he had friends who cele- 
brated his glory in a whisper, for they were jealous 
fellows who were averse from seeing a stranger, or 
hew-comer, run counter to their passion. We hunt 
mM vain among the greatest amusers of this age—we 
do not find one single one who can be compared to 
him, even at adistance. And yet we heard the great 
Malibran sing the Willow Song in the last act of 
Othello; we saluted Talma in the brilliant and 
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crime ; we applauded Mlle. Mars, decorum” > 
listening to Tartuffe’s propositions ; our ear is still 
frightened by Mme. Dorval’s terrible accent. What 
more charming murmur could there be than a scene 
of Mme. Pinchon’s part played by Mlle. Jenny 
Vertpré? Do you remember in ‘ Clarisse Harlowe’ 
the reading of the will, and Mlle. Rose Cheri’s 
beauty in her twentieth year? "Twas miraculous. 
Can you recall to mind that cloud lighted by Scot- 
land’s pale sun, Mlle. Taglioni, in ‘ La Sylphide?’ 
Neither have we forgotten the fourth act of ‘Les 
Huguenots,’ when those two talented artists, whose 
like has not been found, Nourrit and Mlle. Falcon, 
represented ‘Valentine and Raoul.’ What could 
be prouder and more charming than Mlle. Cruvelli? 
Add to these marvels Barye’s lion, Decamps’s 
monkeys, and Delacroix’s flaming in the Louvre. 
And—still better—I remember one summer’s even- 
ing, in a garden ‘ full of light and shade,’ Lamar- 
tine and Delphine Gay recited in our presence 
our noblest poems. We have heard Paganini, 
we have aplauded Berlioz’s admirable symphony, 
‘Romeo and Juliette.’ We were at the Sorbonne 
one day, and saw Gen. Foy enter, coming to hear 
M. Villemain speak of Bossuet. But, after all—let 
us speak truly—these noble works and these all- 
powerful names rouse in us fewer recollections than 
the mere name of the great artist we weep. He was 
an ordinary-looking man. He had nothing which 
distinguished him fromthe throng. Nobody would 
have turned as he passed. He might readily have 
been taken for some subordinate workman going to 
his daily task. And yet he had scarcely touched 
the threshold of the most eloquent or the humblest 
house than it thrilled with joy and pride. In vain 
the antechamber was filled; our artist, long expected, 
went proudly through all these ambitious people. He 
entered unannounced. When he appeared, the mas- 
ter of the house, whoever he was, rose and offered 
him a seat. Then he drew slowly from his pocket, 
smiling happily and gloriously, an ordinary sized 
packet. He opened with contented hand the double 
wrapping and held out to you one of those excellent 
volumes printed years ago by one of those great 
printers, contemporary with Groslier or Maioli. He 
saved, by dint of art and genius, this new volume 
fromruin. It was sometimes a mystery, sometimes 
a poem, or a romance of errant chivalry, one of 
those works in French Gothic whose secret is lost. 
The printers of these marvels were none other than 
Daniel Bartholomée, Jacques Poulain, Ulrik Zell, 
Simon Coline, Antoine Verard, Alde. le Romain, 
Henri Estienne and the great French Elzévirs. 
You had confided to him, some two years before, one 
of these rarest books, all sullied with the mud and 
the fetid sweat of the second-hand booksellers in 
the open air—he brought you back a light, astar, a 
masterpiece, which he had lustrated in the learned 
fountain where Apollo’s horses daily drink. Then, 
filled with enthusiasm, happy beyond possibility, 
ravished, delighted, you would cheerfully have 
hugged that excellent man, that great artist. Ah! 

my friend, my poet, my miracle worker. I do 

thank you, you are indeed kind! What glory'for 
you and me to have succeeded in saving this old 

weather-beaten writer! O miracle! O good fortune! 

What noise shall be made throughout all libraries ! 

How all lovers of books are going to run up, envious 

and jealous, from every quarter of the city! O in- 

describable delight, enchantment of fawn-colored 

calf and morocco, innumerable fancies of petits fers, 

excellent copy of royal vestments designed by 

Raphael! Alas! this excellent artist, this great 

binder, who had but one rival in the world, is dead. 

He had accomplished his earthly task. His work 
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was the grace and honor of the richest cases of old 
Boule, and the most modest shelves of odorous 
northern pine, striped with red and perfumed with 
the honey of the attic bee. He built himself in 
bibliopoles’ neighborhood, near Mme. Delessert, his 
worthy customer, and not far from his other cus- 
tomer, M. Benjamin Delessert, a house in the midst | 
of a small garden. There he hoped to rest a few | 
years, and gently die by the side of his amiable and 
excellent wife. He died suddenly, chastised by the 
Muse for dropping his delicate tools for a wood- | 
chopping hatchet. The hatchet fell on his knee, 
and he died. What a Latin elegy had been his 
had he lived in the days of Erasmus and Scaliger! 
Poor worthy Capé, companion of our happiest hours, 
thy death is a bereavement for all books of time past 
and time present, if there be many in this age of 
mouldy paper which merit the honor of a purple or 
an azure mantle, cut by thy adroit and delicate 
hands!” The eulogy is exaggerated—a venial sin in 
book-lovers’ eyes!

M. Pierre Leroux, the 
well-known socialist, has turned farmer in Algeria. 
He has carried his whole family—he has twelve 
children—with him. .. M. Victor Hugo’s works, 
or rather two of his plays, have just been brought 
out here. . . The Queen of Spain has plunged into 
the inkhorn, and hopes to bring out of it “The 
Happiness of Nations,” an invaluable pearl.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS, 

Tue Trade is reported quiet at present; some 
publishers intimating that they will now wait until 
fall before putting out any new books. But the 
agency or subscription-book business is not quiet, 
atall. This business has been pushed most ener- 
getically since the war, and has been developed 
far more than at any previous period. Several of 
the leading houses in the regular trade have sub- 


scription-book departments, but most of the sub-/ 


scription publishers are in that line exclusively. 
Subscription books are sold, as it were, by main 
force, the agent nosing out his customer or victim 
in counting-house, office, parlor, at the plough tail, 
or in the barn, fastening on him, and talking him , 
into the purchase, or the promise, then and there. 

The country districts are filled in this way with a 

surprising number of stout octavos, and editions of 

ten and twenty thousand, and sometimes far larger | 
ones, are disposed of. There are obscure authors | 
of whose works as many as a hundred thousand 


copies have been sold by subscription. 


Tue Book Trape 1n Cincinnati.—It is gratifying | 
to observe the extension of the book trade west- 
wardly across the continent. Here in the East we 
are scarcely aware of the magnitude of the book | 
business transacted in the valley of the Ohio and 
of the Mississippi. 
since the issue of our last number has presented 
this matter in a striking light. From a single 
publishing house in Cincinnati, that of Robert 
Clarke & Co., we received a few days since seven 
catalogues in one parcel. 
Catalogue containing one hundred and thirty pages. 
Then we have separate catalogues of School and 
College Text-Books, 32 pp.; an Agricultural, Bo- 
tanical, and Horticultural Catalogue, 20 pp.; a 
Medical and Surgical Catalogue, 23 pp.; a Priced 
List of British Periodicals, Transactions of Socie- 
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ties, etc., 10 pp.; a List of Recent American and 
Imported Books, 18 pp.; and An American and 
British Medical Bibliography for 1866, 15 pp. 
These lists of titles indicate an amount and di- 
versity of stock and an energy in business which 
have but few rivals in the cities of the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

Rosert Cirarke & Co., Cincinnati, have in pregsg 
and will issue, in a few days, a work on the “ Micro- 
Chemistry of Poisons: including their Physiologi- 
cal, Pathological, and Legal Relations ; adapted to 
the Use of the Medical Jurist, Physician, and 
General Chemist,’’ by Dr. Theo. G. Wormley, Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry and Toxicology in Starling 
Medical College, and of Natural Sciences in Capital 
University, Columbus, Ohio. It will contain 
seventy-eight illustrations upon steel, and will be 
in the form of a royal 8vo. volume of over 700 pages. 

M. Epmonp Asovt’s fanciful novel, “The Man 
with the Broken Ear,’’ just published by Leypoldt 
& Holt, is translated from the French by Mr. Holt, 
of that firm. The translation is scholarly and 
spirited, and is refreshingly free from the slovenli- 
ness and the afflicting French idioms which so de- 
form the hack work that usually ruins the French 
books issued here in English. Mr. Holt is so evi- 
dently competent in this matter, that it is much to 
be wished he would put into our market some more 
really good translations. There are plenty of capi- 
tal French novels, and standard books too, untrans- 
lated, and far too many ill translated. 

Tue Works of Anne Bradstreet, in Prose and 
Verse. Edited by John Harvard Ellis.—Abram E, 


| Cutter, Charlestown, Mass., announces the publica- 


tion of a volume containing all the poems of Mrs. 
Bradstreet, said to be the first poet of her sex in 
this country. They are exactly reprinted from the 


‘second edition, revised and enlarged by her, and 


published in Boston in 1678. The first two editions 
have been carefully collated, and the various 
changes noted at the bottom of the pages, so that 
the reader has before him all that was printed in 
both editions. In addition to this are prefixed her 
various miscellaneous writings, in prose and verse, 
from an old manuscript, forming seventy-six pages 
of her writings, none of which have ever been 
printed in either of the former editions of her 
Poems; also a biographical introduction and notes, 
carefully prepared by Mr. Ellis. There are fac- 
similes of the title-pages of the three editions of 
her Poems published in 1650, 1678, and 1758; a 
fac-simile leaf of Mrs. Bradstreet’s manuscript ; & 
portrait, on India paper, of her husband, Governor 
Bradstreet ; and a beautiful view of the old Brad- 
street House, at North Andover, engraved on wood, 
expressly for this work, by Mr. Henry Marsh, of 
Cambridge. This book is from the press of John 
| Wilson & Son, of Cambridge, and is printed on 
heavy, laid paper, royal octavo, with a wide mar- 
gin, and is uniform in size with the publications of 
the Bradford Club of New York. Should this 
undertaking prove successful, Mr. Cutter intends 
publishing the poems of Michael Wigglesworth, and 
other of the early poetical writings of our country, 
in the same style and manner. 

J. B. Lippincorr & Co., Philadelphia, have com- 
|menced to issue a monthly bulletin of their new 
| publications and of their announcements. It will 
|be found by librarians and buyers a convenient 
| help to them in their endeavors to keep up to the 
| times. 

Linpsay & Buaxiston, Philadelphia, have removed 
| to the second floor of the building long occupied by 
'them at No. 25 South Sixth Street, a few doors 
| above Chestnut, where they intend to confine theif 
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attention hereafter exclusively to the publication 
and sale of medical and scientific books. They will 
keep on hand at all times a full assortment of works 
on medicine and the collateral sciences, including 
all American and the more important foreign pub- 
lications. 


Mr. E. Steteer, New York, has published, in 
German, a copious work (283 pp.) descriptive of 
California, its population, and its legal, political, 
religious, educational, and industrial relations, its 
mining developments, etc., with a survey of the 
mining regions of the adjacent States and Territo- 
ries. The volume is prepared by Carl Riihl, and 
includes a map of California, Nevada, ete., and 
aplan of the city of San Francisco and its sur- 
roundings. 

Messrs. Roserts Brotaers, Bostoy, will very 
shortly publish, under an arrangement with the 
author, and simultaneously with the issue of the 
English edition, a new volume of poems by Miss 
Ingelow. “A Story of Doom,” which gives the 
title to the book, is much the longest and most 
important poem; and “ Dreams that Came True,” 
“Songs on the Voices of Birds,’ “Songs on the 
Night-Watches,” “‘ Songs of Contrast,” “ Songs with 
Preludes,” are titles quite characteristic and sug- 
gestive. None of the poems, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, have ever appeared in print, and the 
publication of the book, which has been repeatedly 
delayed in consequence of the severe illness of 
Miss Ingelow’s mother—the author having been 
compelled to devote to her the time necessary for 
its revision—will be looked for with much interest. 


Rev. Dr. Fietp’s book on the “ Atlantic Cable,” 
published by C. Scribner & Co., has reached its 
second edition. About one hundred pages of new 
matter are added, and there is an appendix. This 
book gives an interesting history of the whole 
course of events from the inception of the idea of 
an oceanic cable down to the final triumph. Dr. 
Field is a most competent historian of the enter- 
prise, and he has had unrivalled opportunities for 
getting at the full history of it. The book has 
already had a wide circulation, and it is destined 
to reach many more readers. 

Tue Universalist Publishing House has just 
issued, in one duodecimo volume, “ Autobiography 
of the First Forty-One Years of the Life of Sylvanus 
Cobb, D. D.; to which is added a Memoir, by his 
Eldest Son, Sylvanus Cobb, Jr.”” This is an inter- 
esting account of one of the doughtiest champions 
of Universalism, a man ever ready to work for the 
cause with tongue or pen, and with a born tendency 
for discussion, in which he was fitted to excel, not 
only in virtue of his strong understanding, but of 
his stalwart frame and sturdy character. 


Tue Rev. N. S. Folsom, formerly of Meadville, 
Pa., now of Concord, Mass., has been for years en- 
gaged in translating Tischendorf’s text of the Four 
Gospels, and has been intending to publish the 
four immediately after the publication in Germany 
of the eighth edition, on which Tischendorf is at 
present laboring. The work goes on but slowly, 
however, in the hands of the great German, who 
has as yet advanced no further than into the first 
chapters of Mark. Mr. Folsom has therefore deter- 
mined, in case there is much more delay, to pub- 
lish separately next autumn his translation of 
Matthew according to Tischendorf’s last editicn. 
This rendering will be an attempt at the most literal 
exactness. The notes will always give the literal 
tendering if the text departs from it, and for the 
test will extend not much beyond the explanation 


and support of deviations from the common ver- , 
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sions. The various readings of Griesbach, Lach- 
mann, Tischendorf, Meyer, and others, so far as the 
difference from the common version can be made to 
appear by translation, will also be given, together 
with the manuscript authorities on which the more 
important various readings depend.—Nation. 


American Books in THE Great Exposirioxy.— 
Among the specimens of book-making from this 
country, which are attracting the attention of 
newspaper correspondents, are “ Webster’s New 
Quarto Dictionary,” a proper representative of 
American enterprise, as its products are reckoned 
in this country by tons rather than by copies. 
Indeed, we learn that more than two hundred tons 
of that single book have been circulated during the 
last two or three years. Hurd & Houghton also 
exhibit a copy of their beautiful “/Zsop,” with 
designs by Herrick, a thoroughly American book, 
and one best illustrating the growth of wood-cut 
designing and printing in this country. They also 
exhibit “* Notes on Columbus,” one of those luxu- 
rious, privately printed volumes, issued by the 
munificence of Hon. 8S. L. M. Barlow, of New York, 
illustrating the attention paid to bibliographical 
studies here, as well as the success obtained in 
reproducing in fac-simile the old black-letter 
printing of a century ago. 


Guipe to tHe Norrawest.—Mr. Charles H. 
Sweetser, of the “ Evening Gazette,” has compiled, 
and the American News Company has published,a 
“ Tourists’ and Invalids’ Complete Guide and Epi- 
tome of Travel to the Northwest,” including Lake 
Superior, Minnesota, and Dakota. In many respects 
this is the best guide-book of the kind that has 
fallen under our notice, since it is not, like some, a 
mere collection of census statistics, nor, like others, 
a series of fanciful sketches, but contains just such 
information as a traveller most needs. It tells the 
reader what points to visit and how to reach them, 
and describes their interesting features; it also 
gives the cost of each trip mentioned, including 
the railroad, steamboat, and stage fares, and the 
cost of living at hotels along the route, together 
with other expenses necessary to the tourist. Pos- 
sessed of the information which this Guide imparts, 
a person can start from New York to Dakota as 
well informed concerning his trip as if he was 
simply going up the Hudson River. Mr. Sweetser, 
it should be added, has twice visited the North- 
west, and has obtained the material for his book 
from his own experience ; in fact, the lack of any 
such book, and the value of it to travellers, 
prompted him to compile the one under notice.— 
New York World.

Mr. Wilson has labored assiduously to make his 
Almanac comprehensive and exhaustive, and each 
successive year adds, by its experience, to the 
ability with which he is able to do so. In the pre- 
sent, the eighth volume, we have a complete pre- 
sentation of the chronicles of the Presbyterian 
Church for the past year. The work includes 
within its scope all branches of that church in the 
United States, the British Provinces, England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland. The operations of those differ- 
ent branches are exhibited, and the Acts and Deli- 
verances of Assemblies and Synods are recorded in 
full. The biographical department is extremely 
copious, and contains carefully prepared memoirs 
of one hundred and thirty-five ministers, some of 
them illustrated by portraits. The subject of 
Manses, or Howes for Ministers, in which the editor 
has taken a deep interest, is here still further de- 
veloped. Indeed all matters relating to the statis- 
tics and proceedings of this large denomination are 
here laboriously and systematically brought to- 
gether in a style which renders the work an indis- 
pensable one in its special department, a model 
in the general class to which it belongs, and credit- 
able in the highest degree to its energetic editor.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 
The Jesuits in North America in the 

Century. By Francis Parkman. pp. xvii., 463. 

Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

Mr. Parkman’s contributions to our literature are 
of permanent value. In the present volume he 
tells in a connected form the story of the Jesuit 
missions, and a charming story itis. He has ex- 


plored original sources of information, and has | 


drawn abundantly from that curious collection of 


papers known as the Jesuit Relations, to which he | 


awards a high place as xuthentic and trustworthy 
historical documents. Ie tells us that no complete 
collection of them exists in this country, although 
the entire series was republished by the Canadian 
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Government in 1858 in three large octavo volumes, 
Many other reports, memoirs, journals, and letters, 
official and private, published and in manuscript, 
have been studied and compared by the author, 
together with a mass of collateral evidence. His- 
torical narratives written in this manner are posi. 
tive additions to our knowledge, and creditable in 
the highest degree to the historic literature of our 
country. Besides, in the mere matter of style, Mr, 
Parkman’s pages are extremely attractive; he 
writes without mannerism, naturally, earnestly, 
forcibly, and at times with eloquence. The next 


volume of his series of contributions to the relations 
between France and England in the New World, 
will be devoted to the discovery and occupation of 
the Valley of the Mississippi by the French. 


TRAVELS. 

The Land of Thor. By J. Ross Browne. 
542. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
Mr. Browne has been successful in his sketches 

of travel. He has not only an eye to nature, but 

displays good sense in his judgments on men and 
institutions. At the same time his narrative 
abounds in personal incident and adventure, told 
in a lively style, so that his books, in manner and 
matter, are agreeable and instructive. In the pre- 
sent volume he describes his peregrinations in Rus- 
sia, Finland, Norway, and Iceland, thus opening up 
for us a region out of the way of ordinary tourists. 

The numerous illustrations by the author constitute 

an attractive feature of the work.

& Co. have issued the volume are extremely credit- 
able to them and to the state of the art in the 
Queen City.

Mr. Hilliard is the author of an elaborate treatise 
on “ The Law of Torts or Private Wrongs,” to which | 
the present volume is intended as a sequel or sup- 
plement. In its general plan the work does not | 
enter into those matters of process or practice | 
which are for the most part common both to suits | 
upon contracts and upon wrongs, nor does it discuss 
those remedies which aim to recover compensation. | 
It deals with those cases where the action is specifi- | 
cally directed to the recovery of property, personal 
or real, alleged to be wrongfully taken or detained. 
Accordingly the first book treats of replevin, and 
the second of disseisin, real action, and ejectment. 
The third book relates to pleading in its applica- 
tion to trespass, case, trover, injuries to the person, | 
false imprisonment, libel, slander, malicious prose- | 
cution, etc., while the subjects of evidence and 
damages are examined in the fourth and fifth 
books.
